Canada's New Naturalization Law. 

An important change In Capada‘s 
naturalization laws has become effec- 
tlve with the new year. Foroerly, 
the period of residence required to 
secure naturalization was thrae years. 
Henceforth it will be five. On the 
other hand, the brand of naturaiize- 
tion formerly granted was not recog- 
nized outside of Canada. In future 't 
will be good anywhere in His Ma- 
Jesty’s dominions, 

Under the old system an American 
cltizen, for instance, might come to 
Canada, spend three years here and 
take out his papers. Ho thereby ac- 
quired all the rights of a British sub- 
ject so long as he remained in this 
country. But if he moved to Aus- 
tralia or England he had to put In 
another period of residence and take 
out another set of papers. This in 
now done away with. He can move 
from Canada to Australia end find 
himself in the same legal position as 
if he moved'from British Columbia 
to Alberta. Everywhere under the 
Gag his rights will be the same. 

This change has been brought 
about as the result of an agreement 

,reached at the Imperial Conference 
some years ago and Implemented by 
‘concurrent legislation In all parts of 
jthe Empire. 

} Asan Incidental part of the change, 
‘no .man In’futuro wiil be given his 
papers In Canada unlesa he bas an 
“adequate knowledge” of either Eng- 
Mab or French. The cxact meaning 
of this phrase may seem vague, but 
it fe not Ukely to create any dim- 
culty in practice. Such a requirement 
is only fair, It Js obvious that noth- 
ing but a very Imperfect understand- 
ing of the Institutions of a commun- 
{ty can be obtained by a man whc 
does not speak the language.

TORONTO, March 2.—Selby

er, of the Department of Lands, For 
ests and Mines, reports that war actly- 
ities are having a beneficial effect up- 


on the fishing in the Highlands of On- 
tario, and that the Muskoka Lakgs, 
particularly’ Joseph and Rosseau, are 
every rapidly resuming thelr former 
leaé as iho fisherman's paradise. 
Owing to the great demand for hem- 
lock bark for tanning purposes, 
brought about by the war, this bark 
is removed in the woods, with the re- 
sult that the waters are not tainted 
with the bitter bark causing destruc- 
tion to the fish. This circumstance, 
xssisted by the frequent stocking ot 
the waters with fry obtained from the 
Government hatcheries, is rapidly. 
filling these lakes. 

There were also a number of inlanc 
lakes which were “fished out” by the 
lumbermen and others, but since the 
yaluable lumber has been removec 
and the squatters gone, many dis- 
tricts are rapidly returning to nature 
and fish abound.

Davis says 
that the guns on Hellgoland : would 
be, exceedingly - dimcult for’ hostile 
ships to deal with. On the other 
hand, thore are no such flanking is- 
lands on the British coasts which are 
exposed'to'German attack, and the 
configuration of long stretches of the 
English coast tiakes It Impossible to 
be successfully protected by mines, 
Thus, if, German crulsers choose to 
take the ‘risk of encountering British 
Oghting ships they nocd not fear 
mines In a dash to bombard certain 
English coast towns, especially those 
that are not adjacent to military 
ports, It Js true that there are’thou- 
sands, perhaps millions, of mines 
latd by the British in the North Sea, 
but they ure In certain zones, and 
not turned lose promiscuously. if 
these particular safe channels are 
known to Swedish and Dutch sea 
captains, there is not the slightest 
reasbn to suppose they are not 
equally wel) known to German naval 
| chiefs. 

Why the Germans have not done 
} more bombarding of the undefended 

English towns is not clear to Mr. 
} Davis, unless, as be supposes, Ger- 
} man losses in the Jutland fight ser- 
\fously reduced her supply of vessels 

suitable for these attacks. He notes 
the tremendously more dificult work 
that has fallen upon the British navy 
compared with the duties of the Ger- 
man’navy, The latter are comprised 
almost exclusively in. the words 
“safety first.” The chief business of 
the German navy is to keep from 
belong sunk; the duty of the British 
navy is to keep the North Sea clear, 
English mine-sweepers,patrol vessels, 
destroyers, and light! crulsers are 
constantly on duty well off shore to- 
ward Germany, and even the battle 
ships are at sea, They are not pros 
tecting British coasts by hugging 
{vReni! they go as near the German 
Davy as the mine fields will permit. 


| 


Only on one occasion was the whole 
German fleet out, and then followed 
the Jutland battle, about which con- 
troversy continues, to rage, the 
Northcliffe press, for example, cons 
sidering tbe result as unsatisfactory 
to Britain. 

Mr. Davis does not pass Judgment 
on this fight, but remarks that “oo 
every occasion where the Germans 
have met the English on even fairly 
equal terms, the Germans have 
never fought It out.” There scems 
to be no doubt that their conception 
of the average British naval com- 
mander is that of a bull-headed 
tighter whose sole ambition is to get 
next a German‘ sbip and throw out 
bis grappling-irons. They bope that 
this blind fighting spirit will lure 
British ships over carefully-planted 
mine-Oelds and that their destruction 
will follow, There js In England o 
certain school of patriots who In; 
nists that It Is the business of the 
British navy to assume the offensive, 
to “dig them out like rats,” as Win 
ston Churchill sald. They regard the 
matter much as “though it were a 
question of a terrier drawing a badg- 
er, whereas the situation is as though ! 
the terrier were obliged to craw! Cor | 
a bundred yards through a Tethal | 
chamber before he met the badger. 

Mr. Davis points out that while the 
British have bad command of the sea 
since’ the beginning of the war, the 
entry of tue American navy not make 
ing that command more absoltue yet 
it has been warmly welcomed by the 
British, The British navy bas kept 
sleepless vigil in the North Sea for 
more than three years. The mental 
strain has been terrific; the material 
strain bas been great. Many of the 
British destroyers must have become 
pretty well worn out in the past threo 
years. Undoubtedly the British navy 
will have an easler job now that Ad- 
miral Sims {s there. The strain will 
be relaxed. As far as the German 
navy is concerned, Mr, Davis believes 
the mental pressure must be Increas- 
ing. The submarine campaign, and 
the secrecy surrounding it, has sent 
many a German sailor mad, Tho 
long Inaction of Germany's major 
ships must have seriously undermin- 
ed the morale of the crews and will 
tend to make them nervous and 
fearful on the rare occasions when 
one of the larger ships ventures into 
the open sea. Should ever -thero

Part Taken in Struggle by Wealthy 
Empire. 


From time to time vague reports 
have come that Great Britam was 
training and equipping a great army 
in India, to be used on the baitle- 
flelds of Europe. Ruling a country 
which contains almost one-fifth the 
total population of the world, it was 
consjdered likely that Great Britain 
would not ovcriook the opportunity 
of drawing upon so great a reservoir 
of man power. That a huge Indian 
army did not make ils appcarance 
either. in France or in Turkey was 
puzzling to those unfamiliar with the 
diticulties which the British «faced 
in India. 

Recently, when the Indian Imper- 


lal Jegislative council met at Simla, 


the extent of Indbin participation In 


‘the war was’ announced, and the dg- 


ures given will serve to set at rest 
any rumor of a horde of warriors 
from India. Since the war began 
276,000 combatants and 40,000 non- 
combatants have been reerulted in 
India, and of the Oghting men 156,- 
000 came’ from the British province, 
of Punjab. When It {4 considered 
that the population of India is more 
than 300,000, It will be seen thet-the 
force Is really very small. 

At the outbreak of the war the 75,--

Dear. Sir:—Would you be kind 
enough’ to allow mo space In your pa: 
per to say a few words regarding the 
report of the Car Committee publishea 
{n your isaue of the 26th of February, 
which ts misleading and I feel does an 
injustice to us? 

In this roport the committce stato 
that thoy had found it necessary to 
pay out $385.39 for repairs on the 
Ford they had been using due mainly 
to ita light weight. No doubt a great 
many people who read this are under 
the {mpression that Fords are not ca- 
pable of doing the work which Is ne- 
cessary for the Public Works Depart- 
ment. But were the repairs due to 
lightness? : 

Looking up the history of the old 
car 1 find it wan 34% yeara old, had 
run thousands of miles, had been used 

{in the livery business and had been 
owned by six different parties before 
it was purchased by the City. Since 
then, according to gasoline consump- 
tion, 1t munt have travelled in the 
neighborhood of thirteen thousand 
miles. 

1 have gone through the entire ac- 
counts the City had paid out for the 
car_and I find that fabor and parts put 
on the car amount to $164.60. If 
then, the City paid out $385.39 for re- 
pairs, and the committee says they 
did;\where did the money go? Cer: 
tainly not for repairs. 

It is very likely that the Committee 
made a wild guess as to the expendi!- 
ture for repairs whereas, it seems to 
me that absolute accuracy should be 
observed In matters of this kind. 

Had the City purchased a new Ford 
car In 1916, instead of one which un- 
doubtedly had seen better days, the re- 
pair bills would have been.a great deal 
lower. =

very competent and suitable persons 
for the work undertaken by them. 
There were at the time of our visit 
at the Hotse of Refuge 56 male and 3¢ 
female inmates, all apaprently content: 
ed and happy. 

We visited the Children’s Shelter 
and we were pleased to note the new 
building in which the occupants hare 
recently been hoysed. We founc 
everything neat and clean and we be. 
Neve that in Captain T. D. Ruston and 
hisgood wife, Mra. Ruston, the Coun- 
ty have most efficient officers, particu- 
larly well.adapled to the performance 
of the work In hand. We desire to put 
on record our appreciation of the gifts 
given by Thomas Ritchie and the 
other benefactors to the Shelter, an in- 
stitution which deserves all manner of 
ald. At the time of our visit there 
were 47 inmates from two months to 
eleven years of age. 

Wo visited the Bellerillo Hospital 
and found every thing in parfect con: 
dition. The Superintendent, Miss 
Green, and her able staff painstaking 
and careful in their management of 
the institution and we belicve the Hos- 
pital to be one of the best in the Pro- 
vince.

Manufac- 
turers of modern sugarmaking out“ 
fits have difficulty In securing suffi- 
clent tin plate, but they are making ef- 
forts to supply an usual demand for 
sap pails and boiling pans. It is point- 

led’ out, however, that many farmers 
have wooden sap pails and. other 
equipment which has been laid aside 
for several years and that ft would 
pay to bring these utensils out, clean 
them up and put them in shape to usc 
this) spring owing to the ‘fact that 
every pound of sugar and every gallon 
of syrup will be in demand at unpre 
cedented prices. It behooves owners 
of sugar maple bushes and others who 
equipment on hand no matter how old 
fashioned, to bring out all the old sap 
baskets and put them to work the mo 
ment the season opens. Every avail- 
able sugar maple should be tapped. 
Maple sap is worth money this year 
as nover before, owing to.the world 
scarcity of sugar. Every pound of 
maple sugar produced is a gain to the 
Canadian sugar supply and cases the 
pressure upon cane and beet sugars. 


. 


Five Pounds a Tree 


The average sugar maple will pro- 
duce about five pounds of sugar in ao 
season. If 200,000 farmers in Ontario, 
Quebec, New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia were to each tap 100 treea this 
spring. 2,000,000 trees would produce 
100,000,000 pounds of sugar worth 
approminately $15,000,000 and equal to 
the entire sugar consumption of Can- 
ada for about three_months. 

By tapping 100 trees at a time of 
year when tho farmer is least busy 
with regular farm work ,he can make 
500 pounds of sugar or 100 gallons of 
syrup, netting him $100 to $150 for 
three weeks activity. This is more 
than tho soldier fighting in France at 
the risk of life and limb earns in thrice 
that time, sad In view of the need it 
behoores farmers to bring out the 
sap buckets, old and new, and show 
that the “Land of the Maple” can 
prove clear title to the name.

“While the Department of Militia 
and Defence fully appreciates the na- 
tural’ desire of- the familiés of many 
of these men that they should remain 
and the fact that owing to war condi- 
tions, many cases of hardship have 
arisen, it must point out that all these 
men would hare. been unable to obtaif 
leave or respite from their arduous 
duties had it not been for the strenu- 
ous efforta made on their behalf, and 
the express. undertaking that all 
would return at the appointed time.

‘these requests for discharge and ex- 


tension any further effort to secure 2 
similar privilege for subsequent con- 
tingents will be rendered . imposible, 
and, in addition, the Government of 
Canada will be coneneses to have 
broken faith in view of the conditions 
described abore.””

subordination, mutiny or sedition, 
making“known tho countersign, forc- 
ing safeguard. relieving the enemy 
with ammunition “or any other thing,” 
or giving Intelligence to the! enemy. 
The death sentence is not compulsory 
in any of these cases. An for cowar- 
dice, the practice usually Is to givela 
nian who refuses to “go over” anothee 
chance to prove that his nervous sys- 
tem or. his stomach, and not his heart, 
is to blame. A private soldier fs not 
condemned ff he strikes a superior of 
ficer in “justifiable self-defence,” asd 
a commissioned officer who strikes'a 
private fs drummed out of tho army, 
The way of the army is a hard way, 
but experience has proved that it Js 
tho only possible way to maintain dis- 
cipline. What happens to “an army 
when discipline {s relaxed has been 
shown in tho case of Russia.“ Had the 
rigid army rules governing’ the death 
penalty been’ maintained,” wo should 
never have heard of tho Bolshevists 
except as soapbox orators. :

THE PARLIAMENT BUILDINGS- 
May Stand as Symbol of Spirit of the 
Nation. 


The new Capitol which is risiog 
from the rulos on Parliament Hill, 
Ottawa, Is slowly approaching com- 
pletion, It Is characteristic of this 
herole age.that no sooner were the 
Games extinguished on the site of the 
buildings whick bad stood since 189%, 
than draft sketches were prepared for 
a nobler, franker structure, The en- 
thusiasm which bad animated the 
bullders must bave been lospired, to 
a large extent, by the words of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, who sald: “When we 
gaze upon the ruins on the hill, while 
we still trust that it may be. the re- 
ault of accident, we are reminded of 
the rulus of Louvain and Rhelms, If 
there is anything which the present 
calamity should impress upon us It {9 
the duty of resolutely golng on with 
our work.” The significance of that 
work, its magaitude for a people who 
are giving of their all, even to the 
last penny and the last man, for the 
cause of democracy by the borders of 
No Man’s Land, can be gathered from 
the fact that the new bullding is cost- 
ing twice as much as the old one. 

This sturdiness of resolution, {n 
view of enormous war expenditures, 
may rightly be regarded, ax a con- 
temporary points out, aa a record of 
the character and aspirations of the 
Canadian people when enraged in the 
costly Etiropean War.. They are tn- 
deed building better than they bad 
dared to hope at the time of the dis- 
aster. Architecture, according to 


_|Jobn Ruskin, “is the art which so 


dlaposes and adorns the edifices rails 
ed by man, for whalsoever uses, thet 
the alght of them tay conirilute te 
the mental healib, power and pleas 
ure.” In no other style of architec 
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ture could a better opportunity»be 
afforded to Canada to rewrite her his; 
tory In stone, and to rewrite it more 
fully, than fn the puro Gothle of tho 
Canadian Parllament House.’ The 
essence of Gothic Is that soaring as- 
sip which strives to reach infivi- 
tude, 

Something of this thought fs anl- 
mating the men who are intrusted 
with the building and the adorning 
sculptures. The early years of the 
nation’s life are to be recorded ip 
wood and stone, In time, too, the 
tourists who have been wont to look 
upon the sturdy walls abore the Chau- 
ditre and Rideau falls, will sce a sur- 
passing chronicle of Canada in peace 
and war. . 

Above all else, the precious oppor- 
tunity bas come to Canada, as it bas 
come to no other country, t4 inscribe 
In stone the present epoch of her 
existence, now that she has prepared 
the foundations for her future nation- 
boud. Herein surely Iles her beat ime- 
dicm of expressing the power and 
pleasure of which Ruskin speaks. 
Herein, too, is where tho bullding will 
have the truest significanc aa one ro- 
calln the comparison with Mheim’ 
cathedral, Both buildings have been 
reduced to ruin during the war. The 
one {s to be left 2 monument and wit- 
ness to all tme to the destructive 
course which reduced it fo.a mere 
shadow of the history which (tt en:

To Limit Profits 
Of Meat Packers 


OTTAWA, March 12.—Regulations 
providing for the licensing of abattoir 
companies and meat packing compan- 
fes whoso annual sales exceed $760,000 
and for imitation of their profits are 
net’ forth In gn orderin-Council just 
passed by tho Government and made 
public. ‘The restrictions upon profits 
are the same which the Union Gorern- 
ment shortly after its organization an- 
nounced it’ would impose, and they are 
to*be effective as from January Ist 
last. ¥ . 

Licensed companies are required £0 
to fix'thelr solling prices that thelr 
profits will not exceed two per ‘cent. 
of their gross sales in any ond year. 
If a company makes a profit in excess 
of 7 per cent. upon the capital actual- 
ly invested In its business it may re- 
tain only one-half of such excess up to 
1& per cent., in excess of 16 pericent. 
it may not retain any profits. In cases, 
however, are the profits of a company 
to exceed 2 per cent. on Its gross 
sales; that is to say, no packing con- 
corn will be permitted to carn profits 
in’ excess of:11 per cent. on its invest: 
ed capital or 2 per. cent on its gross 
sales, which ever is the lesser amount. 
All‘ additional profits will be taken by 
the Government. Furthermore, meat 
packers will not be allowed to charge 
up taxes,,pald under the Business Pro- 
fits War Tax Act or the War Income 
Tax Act, to expenses, or to deduuct 
them from profits. Instead, such Fed- 
eral taxes will be levied “only upon 
tho profit properly retained” by such 
companies under the order-In-Councll.

The birds were not selected with 
view.to.tba greatest production pos 
sible, but rather to the securing of 
such a flock as any amateur might 
go out and purchase. The flock con- 
sisted of twenty-six birds—four of 
which were three-year-old Black Lez- 
horn hens, six White Leghorn pullets 
and one Black Minorca pullet hatched 


in May, and the balance were cross- 
breds Black and White Leghboras, 
hatched {n’June. They were not put 
into winter quarters until well on in 
Norember,’and jt- was December 71h 
before the first exg was Jaki, 

How the Flock Was Kept. 

An old wood shed about cleren by 
twelve feet was utllized as a poultry 
house.” "In -the south side, fifteen 
inches from the floor a line of win- 
dows two feet wide was placed and 
above these an opening about eigh- 
teen Inches wide was made across the 
entire front. In this a frame, covered 
with light cotton, was binged. This 
frame was kept hooked up to the ceil- 
ing through the day, except, In the 
geverest weather, 

Hoppers of oyster shell, beef scraps 
and dry mash were kept constantly 
before the flock. The dry mas}) con- 
sisted of bran, middlings aud corn- 
meal, equal parts, one-half part glu- 
ten and one-half part blood dour. A 
deep straw litter was kept on the 
Boor Into which all whole grain feed 
was scattered. 

Ip the morning, mized grain, us- 
ually cracked corn, wheat and oats, 
equal parts, was given, At the same 
time warmed water was given. At 
noon the water was renewed and all 
the kitchen waste, such as vegetable 
patings} was fed. Usually at this time 
a few handfuls of mixed grain were 
also scattered. 

The methods followed were sucl. as 
almost any city dweller could follow.

Secure an amply supply of spray- 
{ng material now. Diluestone will be 
required for spraylog potatoes, fron 
sulphate for spraying mustard, lime 
sulphur for the fruit trees and paris 
green or arsenate of lead for potato 
beetles and other Insect pests. Le 
sure to secure the supply of formaliu 
for treating seed grain to prevent | 
amutt and for treating potatoes to 
prevent scab. One piut of Formalin 
is sufficient to treat from 20 to 30 } 
busbels of grain and the same amount 
will treat from 40 to 45 bushels of 
potatoes. Keep the Formalin bottie | 
well corked and do not leave it in a 
place where it Is likely to be frozen. 


Securing farm labor will be the | 
great problem In agriculture this 
year.

POISONOUS BITE OF FISHES 


Attacks of the Octopus and Other Rew 
ere of the Sca Are Explained 

; by Pieren. 

Tt used to be supposed that cuttle 

fishes suffocated crabs with their suck- 





de 


beaks. But the method is more subtia, 
says KnoWledge In 1805 Krause 
showed that the secretion of the pos 
terior salivary giands of the octopes 
was very toxic, and it was supposed 
that the octopus gave a polsoneus bite, 
But Pleron bas recently shown that 
the octopus at least does not bite the 
crab until after death. The paralyzing 
secretion is probably wafted into the 
crab with the respiratory current. 

Stmilarty, in regard te bivalves {t 
Was thought that the cuttlefish forced 
the valves asunder by fixing suckers 
te each valve and then pulling in oppe- 
site directions. But Pleren has shown 
with cockles, mussels, scallops, and 
the like that the’ toxic juice first par 
alyzes the adductor muscies. In the 
case of the cockle the octopus breaks 
some of the teeth on the posterior mar 
gin of the shell, so that the salivary 
Juice may get in more readily. After

ANOTHER SAIDGE CASE 

Provincial Government Helps Out— 
Ald $10,000 

OTTAWA, March 14.—Hon. L. A. 
Taschereau, Minister of Public Works 
in Quebec, has notified — the Alonzo 
Wright Bridge Company that the Gov- 
ernment 1s prepared to pay $10,000 for 
the purchase of the Alonzo Wright 
bridge which spans the Gatineau River 
near Ironside.

Grain Used for Beer 


LONDON, March 15.—Criticism of 
the continued use of grain for brewing 
and malting was made in the House of 
Commons by the Right Hon. Leif 
Child Jones, and others. 

John R. Clynes, Parliamentary Sec- 
retary of the Food Control Board, in 
reply, said that having regard, ameny 
other consideration#for the food ait- 
uation and opinion in Anicrica the 
Government, while maintaining a sup- 
ply of beer for heary manual worker 
intended to reduce immediately the 
tonnage to be used for brewing, mater 
ial. One hundred and fifty thoasand 
tons of barley were taken from the 
brewers and talsters on March 1, and 
a farther 200,000 tons would he saved 
gearly by yestricting the standard of 
barrelage and using substitutes, which 
are yastly more economical, 

The brewing materials for 1918-19, 
Mr. Clsnes added, would be cquiva- 
Jent to 512,000 tons of shipping, com- 
pared to 1,400,000 tons early in the 
war. The brewing material would 
amount to something less than three 
per cent of the solid. food ration ant 
frou. one-third to enefeurth of these

Tibet Rises In Revolt

PEKIN, March 15.—Taking advant- 
age of disorder in the Province of 
Szechuan tho Tibetlans have rebelled 
and are marching into Szechuan, 
where they havo captured soveral 
towns.

Tibet is controlled virtually by the

In Janu- 
ary, 1917, Great Britain presented-ten 
demands on Ching affecting Tibet but 
these have not yet been agreed to by 
China.

College, an excel- 
lent but unrenowned English secoud- 
ary school, he‘entered the Inniskil- 
ling Dragoons as a subaltern, He 
was a good officer, his. superiors sald. 
when he ‘served in the Rechuanaland 
expedition In 1884-35... He. was & 
good enough officer to be- made ad- 
jutant of bia’ famous: regiment In 
1889; and so good:an-oficer, in the 
Boer War that*he was twice men-

lenby. No small part of the eredit 
that is now freely given Britain's 
“contemptible ttle army” for, the 
part it played, at Mons belonged “to 
Allenby and bis troopers. It was, 
however, at best a losing fight, 
though glorious in its gallant stub- 
bornness, and the world Is always 
inclined witbbold from losers the 
garlands it lavishea upon those who 
actually achleve victories. - 

We know bow that General Al- 
fenby, as commander of the Third 
British Army, continued (to prove 
bimeelf a good officer on the—west 
front during 1916, particularly in the 
battle of Arras, that began on Eas- 
ter Sunday of that year, That the 
British gains.in that action were not 
commensurate with the loses suffer- 
od was probably not bis fault. 
was British strategy then. But until 
he was transferred to the command 
of the British’ forces in Egypt in 
June Jast Alienby’s name was as 
wholly pnfamiliar as that of Byox 
itself, 

That Sir Edmund is a cavalry oM- 
eer by. preferenee and by training 
should occasion no surprise. - So far 
as the British ariny is concerned, 
this is a war in which (be cavalry 
has bad little to. do, but in which 
cavalry leaders nevertheless have 
won distinction. Haig bimself is a 
cavalryman, and so was bis prede- 
eeasor, the less aggressive Viscount 
French, Byng, the man who set 
things popping at Cambral as they 
bad not. popped since the rman 

own Prince sought the glory due a 

ature Emperor at Verdun, bad al- 
ways been in the cavalry arm of the 
service-before the big war and for 
some time after it began. Since cay- 
airy, officers have made good in the 
trench Sighting in France and Flan- 
ders, small wonder ,was it that one 
should have been chosen for the com:

They) brought out, 
through C. F. Bailey, “assistant D~ 
puty Minister of Agriculture, the fact 
that a contract had teen made sith 
Connell and Ferguson, of London, 
by which the Government paid the or- 
dinary newspaper rates, the agency 
neccuring its. commission from the 
newspapers. Mr. Bailey thought that 
the commission obtained was about 15 
per Gent, but Mr. Clarke stated that 
ho had a number of letters from news- 
paper proprictors who had had to par 
Q5.per cent, Mr. Bailey explained 
that the course taken Ly the commit- 
tee was the usual commercial prac- 
tice. In view of the complaints frou 
the newspapers, howerer, the commit- 
tce this year was paying the papers 
their regular rates and paying the ad- 
vertising agency directly for the ser- 
vice rendered. 

Mr. Clarke then turned to-the sale 
of cattle to settlers iu the norta.

Cut Brewing. 
To Save Coal 


WASHINGTON, March 16—Browers 
of the United States have allgued 
themselves with the United . States 
Fuel Administration for the conserva- 
tion of fuel by agreeing to reduce the 
manufacture of beer thirty per cent. 
during the period from April 1, 1918, 
to June 30, 1918. 

This understanding was reached by 
the Fuel Administration with the Way 
Service Committee of the United 
Brewers’ Association. It was entirely] 
yoluntary, and officlahs of the Fuel 
Administration belleve~ it will have 
great Influence in inducing other man- 
ufacturers of products not essential 
fo the conduct of the war to assist fn 
the program of conservation,

beer or the size of the glass has not 
been suggested. 1¢ has been inti- 
mated, however, that “beerless Mon- 
days’ may be instituted to conserve 
the supply of the foaming beverige 
so popular during the days of summer, 
or that more foam or Jes sbeer may be 
the portion of those wha are partial 
to that form of Mquor nourishment.

VOCATIONAL TRAINING, 


Some of the Work Being Done For 
the Soldiers, 5 

The system of vocational training 
for returned soldiers whith is enabl- 
ing men to learn new occupations and 
fn ny instances to go back Iotc 
civil life prepared to earn more thao 
they did before they enlisted was the 
subject of an address by W. E. Segs- 
worth, ‘administrator of vocational 
training for.the returned soldigrs un- 
der the Military Hospitals Commis- 
alon, before the Canadian Credit 
Men's Association {in Toronto, 

Mr. Segsworth stated definitely 
that learning a new trade would bare 
no effect on a soldier’s pension, and 
that whether pensioners or not re- 
turned soldiers were eligible for the 
re-educational courses, 


The idea kept to the fore In the; 


vocational training was to follow the 
Ines of the man’s old occupation s0 
he would go back to bis old environ- 
ment. For example a bricklayer, pre- 
vented through injuries from follow- 
ing the same occupation. might be 
trained to be an architect or draughts, 
man, a carpenter may become a cab!- 
not. maker, a Hneman become an 
armature winder, or a moulder a pat- 
tern maker. 

Ans many occupations are taught as 
possible among the rethrned men, 
otherwise there would arise competl- 
tion dlMculties. 

An investigation by tho hospitals 
commission had shown that there had 
beqn thirty-four soldiers blinded dy 
wounds and St was pointed out that 
this was a much smaller number than 
was generally supposed, one doctor in 
“guessing” — before the inquiry— 
having made an “estimate” of 1,000. 

An important. point brought out 
-was that, although warned that Sol- 
diers would be exploited, the com- 
mission now had the men recelve part 
of the training right in the factories 
of the country, with very successful 
results. Defore this was done, how- 
ever, an {industrial survey was made. 

The inatricting of the. returned 
soldiers was divided by the commin- 
sion Into two broad classes, vocation- 
al training and vocational re-educa- 
tion, Vocational re-education was 
for the men who were so seriously 
infured or affected in health that they 
could not go back to their old occu- 
pations, It meant ‘practically the 
teaching of a new trade. In quite a 
percentage of cases, the returned men 
after concluding their courses earn- 
ed larger wages than ‘ore goink to 
the war. Some of the “Ded patients’ 
were Caught such things as the oper- 
ating.of/ special hand looms. Textiles 
they had woven had been sold in 
Montreal for as high as $8 a yard. 
The goods were sold without being 
marked in any way to indicate their 
belng the output of soldiers. 

At the present time investigations 
are being made to ascertain just what 
disability a man can suffer and still 
continue In a given trade, When in- 
vestigation, Into. this question has 
been concluded there will be no pos- 
albility of mistakes belog made, To 
avold error, the speaker sald, the 
greatest care must be exercised. Not 
only must the man be consult and 
hix Inclinations ascertained, at bis 
medical history must be sone Into 
with minute caré>ed that his pbysi- 
cal and mental qualifications may be 
ascertained. : : 

Mr. Sedgsworto prefaced hle ad- 
dress by pointing out that the suc- 
ceas of the endeavors belng made tu 
reatore the returned soldier to civil 
life will have a big effect upon the 
industrial Ife of Canada. If the in- 
capacitated men were merely thrown 
back Into civil life to live on thelr 
pensions the country would lose their 
industry. This would have far-reach- 
Inx effects. Their familfes would be 
brought up In an atmosphere of char- 
ity and idleness. ~.

wurn to’ dispose of the drug led the 
customs men to his apartment, where, 
it was stated, the trunk was found. 
Had the carpenter who made the trunk 
not used green timber, the scheme 
might have worked successfully, but 
steam heat acting on the unseasoned 
wood caused the joints to shrink, dis- 
closing the tubes. —

country, was about to take ft to South 
America on a schooner when arrested.

THE NEW INCOME TAX 


The purpose of this article 1s to an- 
awer the three questions which will 
naturally arise in the minds of many 
persons not familar with the details 

* of the Federal New Income Tax mea: 
sure. When do I pay? How do 1 
pay? Where do I pay? The. answers 
may be briefly given as follows: ‘ 

(1) All payments must be made 
within one montn from the mailing of 
the assessment. The assessment will 
be made on or'before the thirtieth of 
April, will be sent out by registered 
mail, and will be based upon the state- 
ment of Incomes which each person as- 
sumed to be Hable will be required to 
make on a form prescribed by the De- 
partment of Finance. 

(2) Payment may be made fn cash, 
or by cheque, made out to the Recelv- 
or-General or the Minister of Finance. 
“These are but different Utles for the 
same functionary. : 

(3) The Dominion has been divided 
into districts. For each district there 
will. be an inspector n charge. Pay: 
ment, in either of the forms indicated 
in answer No. 2, must be made to him. 

To make these explanations compre- 
henasble, it will be well to give a short 
statement of the process by which the 


asscasment will be determined by the}. 


inspector In charge of each district. 
Let it be assumed, in the first place, 
that Toronto is one-of the districts. 
Each person in the city of Toronto as 
sumed to be Iiable to taxation must 
obtain a form, upon which he must en- 
ter bis gross income from all sources. 
Hie may also present his claims for 
exemptions or deductions under the 
heads set forth; but he must clearly 
«understand that Uving expenses do not 
constitute one of the deductions. They 


be made to the Exchequer Court of 
Canada. : 

Elaborate machinery has been pro- 
vided for the scrutiny of all statements 
of income, and heavy penalties are im- 
posed by the act for evasion or false 
information given. Provision Is also 
made to cover cases of delay in mak- 
ing payment yijthin the term fixed by 
law.

Then the rains will de- 
scend and the winds will blow in the most Biblical nianner and 
‘foods of unusual’ proportions will be the result.- Already, 2 
small February thaw has caused much damage at points along 
the ‘Thames and Grand Rivers in Ontario. Ice jamis forced the 
water over some of. the artificial embankments and much loss 
and.discomfort_ resulted.

Therefore; none of 
them is able to hurt us, and if one 
of them should suddenly go musty or 
turn Bolshevik, no cold chills would 
be produced thereby. Nevertbeless, 
the moral support of South America 
counts for a good deal, especially in 
North America, and. we rejoice to 
think that Germany has no oficial 
friends {0 Latin America.” Some of 
the republics have already declared 
War on her, notably Brazil; the Ar- 
gentine, with far more provocation, 
remains neutral, and there is a ten- 
dency to Jook askance at Argentina 
on this account. 

There can be no doubt in the world 
that the overwhelming sentiment In 
Argentina Is against Germany. The 
Luxbury revelations were followed by 
anti-German riots, The Parliament of 
the country has voted in favor of a 
declaration of war, and yet because 
in republics the nominal head of the 
nation has greater arbitrary- power 
than In a monarchy, the country re- 
mains at peace. The President blocks 
the way, and it appears tbat ft will 
take a revolution to force Argentina 


{nto the ranks‘of Germany's active 
enemies, Irigoy 


roncera 


fi, the President, re- 
fuses to accept the German challenge 
conveyed in the famous “‘sperlos ver- 
senkt" despatch, and on this account 
the tendency to consider him a Ger- 
man agent is general. However, ac- 
cording to the Brooklyn Eagle, whieb 
fs unusually well-informed upon the 
matter, Irigoyen {s not a pro-German. 
He is unpurchasable. It may be that 
he has fallen a victim to the specious 
arguments urged By Luxbure, whose 
insanity is officially conceded, but 
there is no ground to suppose that he 
has accepted German ‘money. 

If he bas there must. be‘sometbing 
about German money which makes !t 
different from other money. Irigoyen 
has refused money before, big money. 
He has chosen to live as a poor man 
when he bad opportunities of becom- 
ing a wealthy man. For years he has 
been the most Influential man In th 
Argentine, - Yet he remained a mere 

| professor of a university. His aloof- 
ness won for him the nickname of 
“the Monk.” While IrigoyeR was a 
household word In the great republic, 
his face was familiar to few-of his 
fellow-citizens. Many of them, per- 
haps, who as boys had heard of him. 
supposed that he was dead. and no 
doubt many of them were shocked 
when In 1916 iL appeared that he was 
ag candidate for the presidency. It was 
almost as Qrouch Sir John-A. Mac- 
donald turn}d up In a Canadian bye- 
alection. seems that the rearon 
Irigoyen does not do what the great 
majority of the people want him to 
do, and declare war on Germany, Is 
owilog/to the fact that In this election 
he was returned on a particular 
tieket. The world war did not fxure 
in the election; therefore Irigofen 
will not permit {it to figure In his 
administration. He believes, It lr 
said, that the task entrusted to him 
{x of more Importance to the people 
than any effect the great war cap 
hare upon.them, He was elected for 
a aix-year term, and believes that it 
will require another a'x years to put 
{nto effect all the reforms to which 
he In pledged. 

The party which Iricoyen leads 
fs the Radical party. Itis unlike any 
other political organization in the 
world. When It was formed the mem- 
bers took a pledge never to accept 
any public office. However, Irigoyen 
found himself unable to.resist the 
temptation. The Radical party war 
made up of critics. Men of all exist- 
ing parties joined, pledging them- 
selves to attack any incompetent or 
dishonest government, no matter 
what lis name might be, but to stand 
aside when offices were being passed 
around. At firat the Radicals were 


| 


laughed at; later on they were lis-] 


tened to, and eventually they found 
themselves the strongest political 
unit in the Argentine. In these years 
Irigoyen, who was aA university pro- 
fesror, continued to turn in gil his 
salary to the party’s exchequer, living 
himself on a small private income. 
He refused to permit his followers 
to contest any election until they 
were morally certain of winning It. 
Tho Radical Ideas, in the meantime 
continued to permeate the country 
and had made such headway that in 
1916 Senor Roque Saenz-Fena, the 
President, dceelded to appeal to the 
electors on the issue of universal, 
secret and compulsory yoting. H~ 
was greatly astonisked wren he foun¢e 
Irigoyen suddenly emerge from bis 
academic obscurity and place Radical 
candidates in the field. Saenz-Peon 
had supposed that hia proxressive 
measure would have the support of 
the Hadicals, and looked for no op- 
porition from them. The Nadicals, 
however, while approving the mcas- 
ure, which indeed they had suggested, 
decided that the time had come for 
them to take over the gevernment 
of the country, They wera clected br 
tremendous votes, and have since 
bean trying to put through a great 
-budget of domesti¢ reforms. It is on 
this account, probably, that Irisoysn 
refused to break with Germany.

War? 

A striking cartoon of William Jen- 
dings Bryan, leaving fhe White House 
coddling the dove of peace, alter the 
Lusitama and kindred horrors, when, 
his flabby foreign policy failing, he 
left the government. Mr. Kacey ex- 
preased terely bat unmistakably his 

appreciation ‘of the reception returned 
sohliers in Toronto tendcred Mr, Bry- 
an, which was just what he deserved. 

An eloquent tribute was paid by Mr, 
Racey, Canada’s grandest statesman, 
who rose s0 nobly to the emergencies 
of war and haa piloted the «hip 
state eo creditably over the 
peas Of workl conflict, 

Mr. Racey's lecture wax a historical 
survey of the war, aml throughout 
there was no doubt ag to the lecturer’s 
view on the subject. His cartoons 
were strong in themselves ,and> his] _ 
pungent explanations added any jdeas 
that might he necessary to bring hom 
to his audience the fact that Great 
Britain ja not forgetting, and that as 
capable remembrances she had beside 
her all the force that Canada and the 
other Dominions coukd bring to bear. 

In his work Mr. Racey* necessarily 
dealt with many widespread subjects, 
an far divided as the far-flung lines of 
Iritain’s battle frouta, beth on Jand 
aml water, as well as in the air. In 
the latter connection he made a. par- 
ticularly happy touch with bia illus- 
trations of air conflicts, avd that the 
comment that.in = future Britaannia 
would not merely rule the waves, but 
the air also. 

Following these ideas out Mr. Racéy 
then dealt in picturesque fashion with 
Raiser Wilhelm and. his late co-part- 
ner, “Abdul the Damned,” ee 
in copious phrase and = cart

ONTARIO. WHEAT CROP 


The department plans, *{ posible, 
to have 10,000,000 bushels of spring 
wheat raised this year. Little spring 
wheat has been xrown in this part of 
Canada for serecral Sears, but owing 
to.the restricted acreage of fall wheat 
the Government’ is asking the farmers 
to up for the shortage by sowing 
spring wheat. Last Jear_183;00 acres 
Were sown in spring wkeat, chiefly in 
eastern’ Ontario, but it *s believed 
that tho Provinces could very profit- 
ably derote 500,000 actes to this crop 
this year. ‘ 

Dr. Creelman prefaced hin remarks 
before the Agriculture! Committee 
with a statement from a bulletin is 
sued by the Food Controlicr that at 
one time recently France had only 
three days supply of wheat in the 
country. ( 

“When I read a statement like 

that I cannot get it out of my head 
that it is a patriotic daly for us to 
grow wheat at fifteen buchels to the 
ecre,”’ ho said, 
* Just now'the necd was for wheat. 
Tt might be true that the fariner 
would make more money growing o:h- 
er crops. “Ihave found in erery 
municipality where I hare gone that 
if you put the problem frankly before 
the farmer and ask him what he is 
going to do about it, he will say, “if 
you want us to sow wheat, although 
we will not make as much out of it 
as from oats or something else, we 
will sow wheat.’ 


FEEDING WHEAT TO HOGS 


Many farmers were now feeding 


wheat to hogs because having regard 
to the price of oats, corn agh rye, 
wheat was the cheapest food. “I am 
quite candid with you,"’ ssid the Com- 
missioner. “The Dominion Govern- 
ment will have to raiso tho price of 
wheat if the, farmers aro to conserm 
it?"

Dominien representative, las forward- 
ed the trophy to Mr. 8. M. Brookfield 
of Halifax. vice-president for the pro- 
vince of Nova Scotia, who will ar- 
range the ceremony of presentation. 

The salver is made of copper from 
Lord Nelson’s own flagship. It is a 
foot’ in dismeter and richly engraved 
with natutical emblems and Nelson's 
famous motto. The inscription -ie:

Taking the situation as a whole, 
the British are well satisfied with the 
resulta of the first stage of the fight- 
ing. They undoubtedly lost several 
ruined villages, and the Germans 
probably will make much of their cap- 
ture, but the defenders. have held on 
amazingly well, and worked terrible 
slaughter among the attackers, 

The fighting was greatest in intens- 
ity on two sectors—one northwest at 
Cambrai and the other southwest. The

Before they attacked on the sector 
between the Canal Du Nord and Croi-!

‘Unhappily,/tho suggestion does not 
wash. Cain did tave a son Enroch, 
but/he was not the one who “was not, 
for God took him.” On ghe contrary, 
he had a city named after hit, and his 
descondants were actively engaged in 
business, One of them, Lamech, slew 
a& man, repeating the offense of his 
sreat-great-grandfather ‘and- was the 
father of Jubal the musician and Tu- 
balcaln the tran-worker. The Enroch, 
father of Methuselah, who was* so 
highly regarded,° was the descendant 
not of Cain, but of Adam's later On, 
Seth> 

There | {s no room, therefore, for 
optimism dbout the future German’ 
based on the relation of the good 
Enoch to Cain. ‘The suggestion: that 
maybe guthered fromthe family re- 
cor of Lamech, that homicige runs in 
the’blood with music and handiness in 
Byetals, is only a suggestion, after all.
